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Annual  Report 

of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year  1969. 

1969  marks  the  end  of  the  decade  of  the  nineteen  sixties.  It  seems, 
therefore,  an  appropriate  moment  to  cast  a  backward  glance  over  ten 
years,  and  make  some  comparative  studies  as  to  what  changes  in  the 
Public  Health  field  have  come  about  in  Warsop  in  that  period. 

The  estimated  population  10  years  ago  was  12,070,  and  by  1969 
it  had  risen  to  13,260,  an  increase  of  1,190  in  a  decade.  For  the  year 
1969  the  birth  rate  was  17.42,  compared  with  18.30  for  1959.  Whilst 
the  1969  death  rate  was  14.34,  in  1959  it  stood  at  13.32,  which, 
statistically  is  only  a  minor  fluctuation  with  no  valid  significance. 

However,  when  the  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  live  births  is  con¬ 
sidered,  the  1959  figure  was  27.14,  whereas  in  1969,  the  figure  is  8.58 
per  thousand  live  births,  the  lowest  total  ever  recorded  in  Warsop,  and 
very  nearly  four  times  less  than  it  was  10  years  ago.  This,  undoubtedly, 
reflects  the  utmost  credit  on  the  high  level  of  antenatal  care,  and  the 
maternity  services  in  general  which  are  available  in  this  area,  both 
in  General  Practice,  and  the  Hospital  spheres.  Clearly  this  is  a 
substantial  achievement. 

Continuing  with  statistics,  for  infant  mortality,  for  all  infants  per 
1,000  live  births,  the  1959  figures  were  a  dismal  36.19,  whereas  in 
1969  the  comparatively  cheering  figure  of  21.64  was  recorded,  which, 
simply,  means  15  infants  more  in  every  1,000  survived  in  1969,  than 
was  the  case  in  1959.  Though  even  with  such  an  improvement,  in 
Warsop  the  infant  mortality  rate  stands  some  three  points  above  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  mortality  in  1959  was  nil,  and,  happily,  for  1969  the 
figure  remains  comfortingly  at  zero,  where  one  would  prefer  it  to 
remain  permanently.  Whatever  risks  remain  for  infants  in  the  early 
days,  and  months  after  birth,  and  they  are  substantial  even  yet,  the 
risk  of  maternal  deaths  from  pregnancy,  childbirth  and  abortion,  has 
been  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum. 

As  if  to  confound  any  critics  of  the  permissive  trends  in  this 
community  with  resulting  decline  in  moral  standards,  and  values, 
surprisingly  perhaps  it  should  be  noted  that  the  illegitimate  live  birth 
rate  percentage  of  total  live  births  stood  at  5.88%  in  1959,  in  1969 
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the  figure  was  8.65%,  or,  10  years  ago  one  in  11  of  all  births  was 
out  of  wedlock,  whereas  in  1969,  the  figure  had  fallen  to  one  in  17, 
which  in  an  improvement,  and  is  contrary  to  what  many  people  tend 
to  believe  is  the  case. 

During  1969  no  cases  of  Measles  v/as  notified,  whereas,  in  1959 
the  Health  Department  was  informed  of  204  cases,  when,  of  course, 
vaccination  was  not  available  against  this  troublesome  infection.  As 
to  the  value  of  this  prophylactic  procedure,  the  figures  speak  for 
themselves,  but  what  they  don’t  tell  is  of  the  complications  of  the 
disease  which  have  been  avoided,  the  misery  of  afflicted  children,  the 
anxieties,  and  sleepless  nights  of  parents,  and  the  valuable  medical 
time  which  have  all  been  saved.  This  is  progress,  and  for  the  first 
time  ever  in  Warsop,  measles  joins  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and 
poliomyelitis  as  a  nil  return  on  the  statistical  tables  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Disease. 

Amongst  children,  freedom  from  such  infectious  diseases  as 
diphtheria,  measles,  and  polio,  doesn’t  just  happen,  it  is  made  to 
happen,  partly  by  advances  in  medical  technology,  partly  by  efforts 
of  medical  practitioners,  but  mostly  it  is  Parental  Power  which 
Prevents,  by  making  certain  all  their  children  are  presented  at  the 
proper  intervals  for  all  inoculations.  The  most  potent  of  vaccines  is 
valueless  if  it  has  to  remain  in  the  refrigerator  with  no  children 
forthcoming  to  give  it  to.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  parental 
failure  in  this  respect  is  capable  of  bringing  about  epidemics  of 
diseases  which  are  mostly  thought  of  as  being  extinct.  They  are  not. 

1959  furnished  two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In 
1969  no  new  cases  of  TB  were  notified,  and  one  would  not  doubt 
that,  here  again,  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  an  important  factor  in  con¬ 
trolling  this  disease,  which  is  still  far  from  being  remote. 

In  1959,  from  £101,  862  the  rateable  value  in  1969  had  reached 
£363,897,  and  the  income  from  a  penny  rate  had  risen  from  £409 
to  £1,109. 

Throughout  the  decade  from  1959  to  1969  a  steady  but  sub¬ 
stantial  improvement  has  occurred  in  the  health  of  the  people  of 
Warsop,  and  their  environment.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has 
gone  up  from  3,396  in  1959  to  4,133  in  1969.  An  increase  of  737, 
and  improvement  grants  which  only  became  available  in  1959,  now 
total  319  Standard  Grants,  and  294  Discretionary  Grants,  at  an 
average  grant  per  house  of  some  £132. 

In  1959  the  total  number  of  applications  for  tenancy  of  old 
people’s  bungalows  v/as  109,  in  1969  the  applications  totalled  75.  So, 
even  in  this  difficult  categary  improvement  is  noticeable,  and  plans 
for  further  accommodation  of  this  type  proceed  apace. 
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Once  again  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr. 
Wombell  for  his  much  valued  help,  and  guidance  throughout  the 
year,  and  to  Miss  Harpham  I  am  also  greatly  indebted  for  coping 
so  excellently,  and  often  at  short  notice,  with  so  many  of  the  admin¬ 
istrative  and  office  problems  which  arise  from  day  to  day. 

I  would  also  like  to  put  on  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  Miss 
Cummings,  the  Health  Visitor  for  Warsop,  for  her  unstinting  con¬ 
tributions  in  helping  alleviate  the  many  clinical,  and  social  problems 
which  she  meets  on  her  daily  rounds  in  this  area.  Through  her 
endeavours  many  situations  are  brought  to  the  light  of  day  for  action 
which,  otherwise,  would  go  unnoticed. 

I  would  also  extend  my  thanks  to  Mr.  DesForges,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Health  Committee,  and  indeed,  to  all  members  of  the  Warsop 
Urban  District  Council  for  their  unfailing  support,  and  interest 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  general  health  of  the  people  of  this 
community. 

Finally,  I  would  acknowledge  the  ever  ready  helping  hand  of 
your  Clerk,  Mr.  Budding,  whose  wholehearted  involvement,  and 
co-operation,  along  with  that  of  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  Hepworth,  has, 
on  many  occasions,  eased  the  way  for  the  Health  Department  to 
carry  out  the  many  facets  of  its  responsibilities.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  compara¬ 
bility  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  so 
adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 
The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1969  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.36. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  compulsorily  notifiable  infectious 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  two.  This  figure  is  based 
on  the  actual  number  of  written  notifications  received  at  our  Health 
Department  from  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area.  The  total 
for  1968  was  151. 


Measles

The  monthly  sessions  continued  to  be  well  attended  and  66 
children  were  given  their  primary  course.  The  vaccine  used  was  the 
“three  in  one”  variety  which  provides  immunity  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In  addition  31  school  and  pre-school 
children  received  a  reinforcing  injection. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  primary  courses  completed  was 
due  to  the  change  in  immunisation,  and  vaccination  procedure  during 
the  year,  and  instead  of  a  child  receiving  injections  at  monthly 
intervals,  the  first  injection  is  now  given  at  six  months  of  age,  the 
second,  two  months  after  this,  and  the  third  six  months  after  the 
second.  Therefore,  some  of  the  children  who  began  a  course  of  in¬ 
jections  during  1969,  did  not  complete  them  until  the  following  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year. 
Tuberculosis 

For  the  first  time  in  seven  years,  no  case  was  notified  during  the 

year.

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supplies 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk  some 
250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is  constant, 
sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  somewhat  hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm  which 
obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  on  the 
17th  December,  1969,  and  the  following  is  the  Public  Analyst’s 
report  thereon.

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Petroleum  Acts 

Nineteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  48,100  gallons  of  petrol,  and  one  for  storage  in  a 
fireproof  brick  structure  of  20  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture. 
Eight  of  the  remaining  licensed  premises  had  hand-pumps  fitted 
to  storage  tanks,  nine  had  electric  pumps,  and  one  stored  in  metal 
barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during  the  year  and  no  con¬ 
traventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  prop¬ 
erties  is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved 
completely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Frequent  inspections  of  all  food  premises  were  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  nine  premises 
which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions,  mostly 
of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  eight  swabs  were  taken  from  beer 
glasses  as  licensed  premises,  drinking  glasses,  plates,  and  knives,  at 
school  kitchens,  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  except  two  from 
a  licensed  premises.  Follow-up  swabs  were  taken  at  these  premises, 
and  were,  eventually,  reported  to  be  satsifactory.

Thirteen  samples  were  examined  for  Brucella  Abortus  by  ring 
test,  one  of  which  was  found  to  be  positive  and  twelve  negative.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a  six- 
monthly  period,  50  per  cent  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall 
into  Grade  I,  80  per  cent  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than 
20  per  cent  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

One  water-ice  lollipop  sample  was  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.
